construction of the statutes of the United 
States, which grant such lauds to rail- 
roads, and call upon the representatives 
of the people in Congress assembled, to 
take prompt and immediate action to de- 
stroy the threatened danger. 


The members also defined what they 


believe to bo "sound money" of which 
the gold men have much to say, and de- 
clare that certificates of the Government 
backed by gold or silver coin on deposit 
in the Treasury of the United States, is 
safe and sound currency and has been 
approved by the people. 


They also declaro that they nre unal- 


terably in favor of tha principles of bi- 
metallism; ti)at gold and silver, not one 
to the exclusion of tha other, uie money 
metals of the Constitution, and should 
have by law equal rights, uses and mone- 
tary purposes. To secure thnt end they 
demand of tie Congress of the United 
States, the encctment of laws by which 
silver shall be coined free, equally with 
gold, in the ratio of 16 to 1, in all the 
mints, silver to have with gold, full and 
unrestricted monetary power, and, when 
such coinage is represented by Treasury 
notes, each dollar shall represent 413^ 
grains of standard silver or 35.8 grains 
of gold. 


Those resolutions have t'lu Uuu ling, 


and express the sentiments of the peopU 
of the West, and doubtless the majority 
of the people of the East, too, if the ques 
tion was fairly presented to them. But 
the question is, will the people of the 
West abide by these declarations during 
the Presidential election, and support the 
party that favors them? Will the Re- 
publicans, with Harrison or Elaine head 
ing thair Presidential ticket, and the 
Democrats with Cleveland for their can 
didate, forget these resolutions, and vote 
their party tichet? It should be borne 
in mind that it is immaterial v.hether 
Presidential electors and Congressmen 
favor free coinage or not us individuals 
*o long as the electors vote for the 
party nominee for President and the 
Congressmen, vote with their party for 
caucus nominees and caucus measures 
No doubt Republicans in Nevada and 
Colorado, as well as Democrats, favoi 
free coinage, but if they vote for Harri 
son, Elaine, or McKinley, the fact tha 
they are, aa individuals, for free eoinage 
is of no consequence whatever. 


GORGED vrira. GRAIN. 


Some of the railroads in Iowa and 


other Wfistern States aru blockaded with 
grain. All roads west of the Mississipp 
have received orders to not only suspend 
the shipment of grain, but to absolutely 
refuse to accept grain for Chicago o 
Eastern shipment. On Iowa side tracks 
there are thirteen hundred cars of grain 
that will stand there indefinitely, and 
thousands of cars are awaiting opportu 
nity to load for shipment. 


The shipment of com has not yet com 


menced, and when it does begin the 
blockade will be worse than the preset) 
gorge, if that is possible. Eastern roads 
cannot keep up with the rush, and Chi 
cago is literally flooded with grain. 


At Huron, South Dakota, the situation 


.is as bad as in Iowa. The State Railwaj 
Commission has been trying to devise 
some means for relieving the blockade 
So far they have been unsuccessful am 
declare tnoy can see no way out of thi 
difficulty. 
While the railroads are do 


iug all in their power to relieve the situ 
ation, but the farmers are rushing whea 
to the railroads m such quantities that ii 
is impossible to find storage room for it 
The daily demand for cars exceeds the 
supply by fifteen or sixteen hundred. 


The receipts of gram thus far at St 


Paul, Duluth and Minneapolis are far in 
excess of the entire shipments of las 
ytar. The grain crop is the heaviest ever 
harvested in the Northwest, and the de 
mand for gram in Europe is greater than 
for many years. Prices are higher than 
when crops weie poorer, and farmers 
who can get their wheat to market nr< 
realizing fair profits from the crop. O 
course graiu gamblers will t.tko advnn 
tage of the inability of the. railroads to 
transport the wheat, and are endeavoring 
to depress the market, but so long as the 
demand in Europe is as great as the sup 
ply in this country, they cannot succeec 
in doing so for any great length of time

The Denver Mining Congress Opposed to 


Granting Them to Railroads. 


The Denver Mining Congress, which ap- 


pears to be o Mining Congress in fact as 
well as in name, has adopted the following 
resolutions relative to mineral lands: 


WHEBBAS, The Supreme Court of the 


United States has declared "that the excep- 
tion of mineral lands from grants in the 
Acts of Congress should be considered to 
apply only to such lands as were at the 
time of the grant known to be so valuable 
for their minerals as to justify tbe expendi- 
ture for their extraction;" and 


WBEBEAS, This dictum of the Supreme 


Court, if it should become a law, would in- 
vest the Paoifio Hallway Companies that 
are holding grants of land from the Gov- 
ernment with a vaat number of the best 
mines discovered within the limits of said 
grants by prospectors and miners who 
have located thereon in good faith and de- 
veloped and sold therein in the honest be- 
lief that said grants were limited to agri- 
cultural lands only, as declared in thf Acts 
of Congress making them; therefore be it 


Resolved, That this Congress protests 


against the construction of tbe statutes of 
the United States which will result in such 
a system of wholesale confiscating and con- 
sequent enrichment of great combinations 
already enjoying tbe bounty of the Gov- 
ernment, and calls opon the representa- 
tives of the people in Congress assembled 
to take such prompt and immediate action 
as may be within constitutional preroga- 
tive to destroy the threatened danger, and 


Resoh'fd, That the alien act, so far as it 


operates to exclude foreign capital from 
investment in mining lands in Territories, 
is false in principle and pernicious in 
effect, and demands its immediate repeal. 


HUMBOLDT GOLD MINES. 


Rich Loads In Cinnabar District. 


The gold mines recently discovered in 


Cinnabar district in the East or Dan Glen 
range, give promise of being valuable. 
Sam Heintzelman, who was one of the 
original discoverers of the Tasoarora 
mines, tells the Central Nevadan that tbe 
prospects are better in the Cinnabar dis- 
trict than they were In Tnsoarora. The 
ores assay from $20 to $300 a ton, a small 
per centage being silver. Several miners 
have gone to tbe new district with supplies 
for the Winter. Wiggins and Stone are 
taking out $40 a day with an arastra, and 
Kennedy, who discovered the mines, has 
SO.tons of $40 ore on the dump. The dis- 
trict is located about 30 miles south of 
Mill City, and 18 miles east of TTnionvtlle. 
There is, or was twenty years ago, consid- 
erable pine nut and juniper wood in the 
vicinity of the mines, and springs of water 
in the canyons.

A Turtle's Nest. 


In the town of Patten, a place distanb 


from tidewater over ninety miles, there 
is a great curiosity, known as the "tur- 
tle's nest." For tifty-two years a turtle 
has come annually to the nest to deposit 
her eggs. Over half a century ago she 
selected her nest, then in an open field, 
but now in a yard in front of a resi- 
dence. A relative of the owner of the 
house branded the date 1841 upon the 
turtle's back1, and it can be plainly 
traced now. She comes about the same 
date each year, and her first few days 
are passed in inspecting the ancient 
nest, the yard and surroundings. 


Later she digs a hole in the ground 


and there deposits her eggs. This year 
she left forty-two eggs, but as many 
were earned away and the others often 
disturbed, onl;r about a dozen of the 
eggs hatched out. The owner of the 
house has ten of the little turtles, none 
more than twice the size of a postage 
stamp. The old turtle always departs 
after laying the eggs; the warm sand 
and sun serve as an incubator. 


This turtle has been seen at the Drew 


Dead Water on the Mattawamkeag 
river, fully fifty miles away from the 
nest. Her weight varies from thirty to 
thirty-five pounds, and it is said she was 
as larpro when branded as she is now. 
Each June bhe conies to Patten, and is 
always welcomed by old and young.—
